Two  Angles  on  Fire 

HOW  efficient  are  the  fire-prevention  and  fire-fighting 
arrangements  in  your  premises?  The  question  is 
prompted  by  recently-released  figures  showing  that 
during  1951  fire  brigades  had  to  attend  1,086  fires  in  garage 
premises  in  England  and  Wales,  120  in  Scotland  and  12  in 
Northern  Ireland. 

Unfortunately,  it  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  loss  to  the 
garage  trade  caused  by  these  and  the  numerous  other  fires 
which  were  put  out  by  garage  owners  themselves,  but  there  is  no 
doubt  that  it  would  be  an  unpleasantly  impressive  figure,  if 
known.  However  much  is  recovered  under  insurance,  there 
remains  the  loss  due  to  dislocated  business  and  evaporated 
custom  and  goodwill.  A  fire  is  no  advertisement  for  any  firm 
which  has  the  care  of  customers’  property. 

With  the  Idea  of  stimulating  interest  in  fire  prevention, 
we  published  an  article  on  “Minimising  Fire  Risks  in  Garage 
Premises”  in  our  October  17  issue.  Since  then,  readers  have 
asked  for  information  about  the  various  types  of  appliances 
suitable  for  fighting  fires  in  garages.  That  information  is  given 
elswhere  in  this  issue. 

If  further  expert  advice  is  needed,  there  is  no  better  way 
of  getting  it  than  through  the  Fire  Protection  Association,  84, 
Queen  Street.  London,  E.C.4.  One  of  the  objects  of  the  associa¬ 
tion  is  to  propagate  knowledge  in  connection  with  fire 
protection,  and  they  therefore  offer  a  technical  advisory  service, 
free  of  charge. 

There  is  another  side  of  fire  prevention  which  should 
interest  the  motor  trade.  Statistics  show  that  fire  brigades 
were  called  out  to  tackle  no  fewer  than  5,290  outbreaks  of  fire 
in  motor  and  electric  vehicles  on  the  roads  of  England  and 
Wales  during  1951,  and  444  on  the  roads  of  Scotland  and 
N.  Ireland.  Attention-arresting  figures  of  that  sort  should  have 
sales  value  as  the  centre-piece  of  a  simple 
display  of  vehicle-type  fire  extinguishers 
(particularly  those  having  cooling  proper¬ 
ties)  in  the  showroom  or  window, 

WHAT  DO  YOU  THINK  ABOUT  IT? 
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Fire-Fighting  Equipment 


Carbon  dioxide  and  water 

The  fire  hazards  which  arise  in 
garages  differ  somewhat  from 
other  forms  of  conflagrations  in 
that  the  extinguishers  which  suffice 
for  one  type  will  not  suit  another,  and 
hence  necessitate  careful  discrimina¬ 
tion. 

One  of  the  many  types  of  Are  is  that 
caused  by  live  electrical  equipment. 
This  type  must  be  extinguished  by 
an  agent  which  does  not  conduct  elec¬ 
tricity,  such  as  carbon  dioxide.  Fires 
originating  from  paper,  wood,  and 
other  carbonaceous  material  may  be 
extinguished  by  cooling,  as  with  a 
water-hose  or  water-type  extinguisher. 

The  more  serious  fires  are  those 
which  occur  in  inflammable  liquids. 
These  necessitate  a  smothering  or 
blanketing  effect.  Presence  of  petrol 
vapours,  besides  oil,  grease,  and  mat-

erials  used  in  degreasing  baths,  all 
contribute  to  the  danger,  and  the  fires 
from  these  can  burn  in  inaccessible 
places — and  burn  with  a  suddenness 
which  is  alarming. 

Because  carbon  dioxide  gas  displaces 
the  oxygen  required  to  support 
combustion,  it  represents  the  ideal 
weapon  for  these  liquid  fires.  The 
oxygen  content  of  the  surrounding  air 
is  reduced  to  a  point  where  combus¬ 
tion  is  rendered  impossible. 

This  gas  not  only  reaches  around 
objects  and  obstructions  which  could 
interfere  with  liquid  streams,  but  is 
by  its  disposition,  inert,  and  will  not 
combine  with  metal  parts,  or  other 
compounds,  either  chemically  or  phy¬ 
sically.  In  this  way,  no  damage  is 
caused  by  the  extinguisher,  and  final 
cleaning-up  activities  are  eliminated. 

The  same  fires  can  be  attacked  with 
foam  extinguishers,  of  which  there  are 
two  types,  chemical  foam  and  mech¬ 


Extinguishers  must  be  carefully  j 
kinds  of  blaze  which 


anical  foam.  Chemical  foam  machines, 
when  inverted,  cause  the  two  solutions 
contained  to  mix  and  react,  producing 
a  viscous  foam  under  sufficient  pres¬ 
sure  to  force  a  strong  stream  where 
required. 

Mechanical  foam 

The  mechanical  foam  extinguisher 
operates  in  the  upright  position  and 
does  not  depend  upon  chemical 
reaction  to  generate  the  discharge 
pressure.  Another  advantage  of  this 
extinguisher  is  the  speed  with  which 
it  can  be  reloaded  and  the  negligible 
cost  and  frequency  of  maintenance. 
Operation  is  simple,  and  one  operator 
can  sometimes  use  two  extinguishers 
simultaneously,  in  this  way  applying 
as  much  as  60-70  gallons  of  fire¬ 
blanketing  foam  in  two  minutes. 

In  action,  the  fire  is  primarily  extin¬ 
guished  by  smothering,  by  the  foam 
clinging  to  the  burning  surface,  where¬ 
by  air  is  excluded.  Where  small  quanti¬ 
ties  of  inflammable  liquids  are  exposed 
in  open  vessels  or  on  floors,  where  the 
foam  may  remain  as  a  blanket  on  the 
burning  material,  this  class  of  ex¬ 
tinguisher  is  particularly  effective. 

Vaporising  liquid 

An  alternative  for  inflammable 
liquid  fires  is  the  vaporising  liquid  ex¬ 
tinguisher  which  contains  carbon 
tetrachloride,  of  which  there  also  are 
two  types,  the  common,  manually- 
pumped  machine  and  the  pressure- 
operated  type,  which  works  on  the 
same  principle  as  the  mechanical 
foam  extinguisher  described  above. 
This  extinguisher  is  manufactured 
primarily  to  combat  fires  on  all  types 
of  vehicles,  electrical  equipment  and 
machinery.  The  vaporising  liquid  in 
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chosen  to  cover  the  different 
Wiay  have  to  be  tackled 


the  pressure-operated  unit  is  stored 
at  high  pressure  in  a  sealed  charge 
and,  on  striking  a  knob,  the  liquid  is 
vaporised  as  it  leaves  the  nozzle, 
smothering  the  flames  instantaneously. 
Steady  and  accurate  aim  can  be  main¬ 
tained  with  this  extinguisher  since,  on 
the  knob  being  struck,  discharge  is 
wholly  automatic;  one  hand  is  left 
free. 

Because  of  the  toxic  effect  of  carbon 
tetrachloride,  care  should  be  taken  to 
ensure  that  there  is  good  ventilation. 
When  a  stream  of  this  liquid  is  played 
upon  a  Are.  it  forms  a  smothering 
vapour  as  it  rapidly  evaporates. 

Must  be  accessible 

But  the  mere  presence  of  such  ex¬ 
tinguishers  in  garages  does  not  assure 
protection,  since  the  personnel  may 
not  know  how  to  use  them,  and  they 
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may  not  be  in  a  readily  accessible 
position.  Much  confusion  will  be 
avoided,  however,  if  fire  extinguishers 
are  of  one  type  and  all  operated  in  the 
same  way,  preferably  in  the  upright 
position. 

Look  to  maintenance 

Comparatively  little  requires  to  be 
done  to  maintain  carbon  dioxide  ex¬ 
tinguishers,  since  all  that  is  necessary 
is  a  periodic  weighing  until  they  are 
discharged.  So  long  as  the  cylinder 
is  up  to  the  weight  stamped  on  the 
valve  or  name-plate,  it  is  ready  for 
service,  but  it  should  be  re-charged  if 
this  should  fall  some  10  per  cent,  below 
this  weight  through  accidental  dis¬ 
charge.  This  re-charging  may  rapidly 
be  attended  to  at  a  carbonating  plant, 
or  those  plants  maintained  by  the 
manufacturers  or  their  dealers. 

The  chemical  foam-type  unit, 
besides  being  re-charged  immediately 
after  use,  should  also  be  re-charged 
annually.  All  parts  should  be 
thoroughly  washed  with  water,  and 
the  water  drained  through  the  hose

in  re-charging.  And  it  is  important 
that  solutions  be  thoroughly  mixed 
outside  the  extinguisher  in  keeping 
with  the  manufacturer’s  instructions. 

In  order  that  the  extinguishers  may 
be  promptly  re-charged  after  use,  a 
quantity  of  chemical  charges  supplied 
by  the  maker  must  be  kept  on  hand 
at  all  times. 

Keep  topped  up 

The  mechanical  foam  extinguisher 
requires  little  annual  maintenance. 
The  water  in  the  extinguisher  body 
should  be  “topped  up’’  to  the  correct 
level,  but  the  hermetically  sealed  pres¬ 
sure  charges  cannot  deteriorate, 
neither  can  the  contents  leak  nor 
cause  corrosion.  After  use  on  a  Are,  the 
body  is  merely  refilled  with  water  and 
a  fresh  pressure  charge  dropped  into 
the  neck. 

Vaporising  liquid  variety  of  extin¬ 
guishers  should  be  kept  full  at  all 
times  and  immediately  after  use  re¬ 
filled.  The  pressure-operated  carbon 
tetrachloride  type  of  extinguisher  re¬ 
quires  but  little  attention,  as  the  sealed 
charges  do  not  deteriorate  nor  can  the 
contents  leak,  evaporate  or  cause 
corrosion. 

It  is  important  that  no  liquid  other 
than  what  is  furnished  by  the  manu¬ 
facturer  be  used  either  for  filling  or 
washing  this  outfit,  since  alternative 
materials  may  contain  impurities 
which  could  in  a  very  short  time 
render  the  extinguisher  inoperative. 

Choosing  location 

After  selection  of  the  appropriate 
extinguisher  types  has  been  made, 
their  marking  and  location  should  be 
considered,  i.e.,  where  they  are  not 
likely  to  be  cut  off  by  fire  and  yet  be 
readily  accessible. 

The  selected  location  for  water  and 
foam  types,  should  not  be  subject  to 
temperatures  lower  than  40  deg.  F. 
above  zero,  otherwise  provision  must 
be  made  for  frost  protection.  Not  a 
few  entire  garages  have  been  engulfed 
as  the  outcome  of  what  started  as  a 
tiny  fire  because  extinguishers  were 
inaccessible,  partially  hidden,  or 
covered.

When  placed  where  they  cannot  be 
plainly  seen,  their  location  should  be 
marked  with  a  conspicuous  sign,  such 
as  having  a  large  red  spot  painted  on 
the  floor  or  aisles  under  the  location 
of  a  fire  extinguisher,  or  a  vertical  red 
band  down  a  side  wall  or  column 
where  the  equipment  is  situated. 

Forestalling  misuse 

Briefly  detailed  accounts  of  the 
fires  for  which  the  unit  is  suitable,  and 
unsuitable,  should  be  listed,  to  fore¬ 
stall  misuse  of  equipment  and  loss  of 
time.  The  first  five  minutes  are  most 
important  In  a  fire,  and  the  aim  of 
the  extinguisher  should  be  at  the  base 
of  the  blaze,  while  the  scene  of  the 
fire  should  be  reached  before  It  is 
inverted. 

From  the  records  of  garage  fires,  it 
transpires  that  there  have  been  a 
few  instances  of  soda-acid  extin¬ 
guishers  being  used  on  petrol  fires  with 
fatal  results,  and  of  others  being  in¬ 
operative  due  to  clogging,  or  being 
empty. 

As  distinct  from  many  other  fires, 
the  choice  of  proper  fire-fighting  equip¬ 
ment  is  extremely  important  with  the 
garage  fire,  since  liquid  conflagrations 
need  little  coaxing,  the  blazes  are  vio¬ 
lent.  and  control  rendered  difficult.

Monobloc  construction 


The  great  economy  of  the  engine  and 
the  lower  co.st  of  diesel  fuel  will  result 
in  motoring  at  half  normal  running 
costs  in  a  car  fitted  with  the  new  Turner 
diesel,  claimed  Managing  Director  I*.  M. 
Dumliell  of  the  Turner  Manufacturing  Co., 
Ltd.,  when  he  addressed  a  Press  luncheon 
held  in  Wolverhampton  last  week  to  mark 
the  Introduction  of  the  Turner  L90  diesel 
engine.  The  company  have  recently  obtained 
manufacturing  rights  of  a  series  of  two- 
stroke  supercharged  oil  engines  which  have 
been  designed  and  developed  at  the  Anstalt 
Sur  Verhrenninsmotoren  In  Austria,  under 
the  direction  of  Professor  H.  List. 

The  series  will  consist  of  two-  and  three- 
cylinder  in-line  types  and  four-cylinder  and 
six-cylinder  vee-form  tirpes.  The  original 
designs  have  been  modified  to  .some  extent 
to  conform  to  Briti-sh  Standards. 

The  general  design  of  the  engines  is  of 
monobloc  construction  with  crankcase  of 
light  alloy.  All  areas  of  diaphragm  type 
are  webbed  on  the  inside  to  create  rigidity 
and  damp  down  noise. 

Combustion  Is  of  the  swirl  type,  the  cham¬ 
bers  being  cast  Into  the  alloy  cylinder  head. 
The  cylinder  liners  are  of  a  special  type  with 
inlet  and  exhaust  ports  machined  to  give 
dlrectioi^l  stability  to  the  scavenging. 
Engine  balance  Is  effected  by  introducing

two  contra-rotating  masses  which  neutralise 
the  primary  out-of-balance  forces  inherent 
in  two-cylinder  and  three-cylinder  in-line 
engines. 

Lubrication  is  by  gear-type  pump  driven 
from  the  crankshaft  through  a  full-flow 
filter  to  the  front  main  journal,  then 
through  the  hollow  crankshaft  to  the  re¬ 
maining  Journals  and  pressure-fed  gudgeon 
pins. 

The  blower  Is  of  the  Roots  type  with 
three-lobe  rotors  driven  from  the  front  end 
at  about  1.8  times  engine  speed  by  vee  belts. 

A  mechanical-type  governor  is  fitted  at 
the  front  end  of  the  pump. 

The  makers  claim  that  the  two-cylinder 
engine  develops  37.5  b.h.p.  at  2,800  r.p.m, 
and  the  three-cylinder  56  b.h.p.  The  cap¬ 
acities  of  these  engines  are  1.4  and  2.1  litres 
respectively.  The  four-cylinder  engine  is 
2.8  litres  capacity  and  develop.s  76  b.h.p., 
and  the  six  cylinder  is  4.2  litres  capacity, 
developing  120  b.h.p. 

With  the  two-cylinder  engine  fitted  in  a 
Vauxhall  Wyvern  chassis  tests  showed  an 
average  fuel  consumption  of  44  m.p.g.  with 
a  total  laden  weight  of  30  cwt.  This  meant 
a  cost  per  mile  of  1.05  pence  as  against  2.1 
pence  per  mile  with  a  petrol  engine  of 
equivalent  power. 

Tests  have  also  been  made  with  the 
engine  fitted  in  a  Land-Rover.

No  clutch  pedal 

Anew  system  of  driving  controls  for 
buses  and  coaches,  consisting  of  two 
pedals  only — an  accelerator  pedal  and 
a  brake  pedal,  but  not  a  clutch  pedal,  is 
announced  by  Leyland  Motors,  Ltd. 

This  system  employs  a  “pneumo-cyclic” 
gearbox  which  the  company  is  putting  in 
production  next  year.  The  new  gearbox  is 
designed  to  work  in  conjunction  with  a 
fluid  flywheel. 

Gear  changing  becomes  almost  auto¬ 
matic.  The  driver  merely  flicks  a  miniature 
change-speed  lever  into  the  gear  desired, 
and  the  gearbox  does  the  rest. 

Another  feature  of  the  gearbox  is  a  hill- 
holding  device.  When  any  forward  gear 
is  engaged  it  is  impossible  for  the  vehicle 
to  run  backwards,  even  though  the  brakes 
are  off  and  the  engine  is  idling. 

The  gearbox  provides  four  forward  speeds 
and  reverse,  the  three  lower  forward  gears 
and  the  reverse  being  produced  by  epicyclic 
gear  trains  each  composed  of  sunwheel. 
planet  wheels  and  annulus.  Top  gear,  in 
which  the  whole  of  the  gearing  rotates  as 
a  solid  unit,  is  obtained  through  a  multi- 
plate  clutch. 


of  which  is  a  flange  formed  on  the  output 
shaft. 

The  multi-plate  clutch  which  provides 
direct  drive  is  engaged  by  an  air-operated 
piston  situated  in  a  cylinder  formed  on 
the  front  cover,  and  then  through  a  relay 
lever  giving  the  necessary  ratio  of  leverage, 
the  thrust  being  taken  on  an  angular  con¬ 
tact  bearing. 


Band  brakes 

Each  indirect  gear  is  engaged  by  the 
application  of  a  band  brake  to  its  brake 
drum.  A  band  brake  consists  of  two  con¬ 
centric  bands  whose  friction  linings  are 
situated  side  by  side.  The  outer  band, 
when  constricted  by  the  brake  mechanism, 
closes  the  inner  band,  both  linings  thus 
being  brought  into  contact  with  the  brake 
drum. 

Air  pressure  is  used  to  apply  the  brakes, 
a  separate  air-cylinder  and  actuating  mech¬ 
anism  being  provided  for  each  brake. 

When  admitted  to  the  cylinder,  air  forces 
the  piston  upwards  and  the  piston  rod 
causes  the  operating  lever  to  .swing  about 
its  pivot.  A  roller  attached  to  this  lever 
moves  along  the  cam  face  of  the  thrust 
PEUl  forcing  it  upwards.  As  it  is  forced 
upwards  the  thrust  pad  pivots  about  its 
knife  edge  on  hooks,  thvis  raising  the 
adjuster  mechanism  and  with  it  the  pull 
rod  which  is  attached  to  the  outer  band 
lug.  As  the  other  end  of  the  band  is 
anchored  by  the  hooks,  this  action  con¬ 
stricts  the  brake  band.  Air-flow  to  and 
from  the  operating  cylinders  is  restricted 
so  as  to  release  one  band  while  progressively 


Running  gear 

The  running  gear  consists  of  the  four 
epicyclic  gear  trains  and  the  input  and 
output  shafts.  The  sunwheels  of  the  1st 
and  2nd  gear  trains  are  integral  with  the 
input  shaft,  whilst  the  sunwheel  of  the 
3rd  speed  train  revolves  on  the  shaft.  The

'as  the  roller  of  the  oi)eratlng  lever  moves 
along  the  cam  face  of  the  thrast  pad,  the 
leverage  is  Increased  and  causes  the  thriist 
pad  to  rise,  so  Increasing  the  applied  pres¬ 
sure  on  the  band.  The  grip  of  the  band 
is  thus  governed  by  the  height  to  which 
the  thrust  pad  is  allowed  to  swing. 

Wear  on  the  brake  canses  the  thrust  pad 
to  move  higher  and  towards  the  adjuster 
screw.  When  this  happens,  the  automatic 
adjuster  ring  strikes  the  adjuster  screw  and 
rotates  anti-clockwise.  In  this  event,  when 
the  brake  returns  to  the  "off”  position  the 
adjuster  ring  is  returned  to  its  normal 
position  by  coming  into  contact  with  a  tall 
pin  which  projects  from  the  gearcase. 

The  clockwise  rotation  thus  imparted  to 
the  adjuster  ring  is  transmitted  to  the 
adjuster  nut  through  a  coil  .spring  which 
acts  as  a  one-way  clutch.  Rotation  of  the 
nut  reduces  the  effective  length  of  the 
pull  rod  and  takes  up  the  extra  movement 
caused  by  the  wear  of  the  brake  linings.

Printed  matter  rate 

IS  it  permissible  under  the  postal 
regulations  to  send  cheques  in 
envelopes  at  printed  matter  rate 
(three  ha’pence  of  course,  against 
twopence  ha’penny)?  The  answer  is 
No. 

If  it  is  wondered  why  such  a  question 
should  be  asked,  the  reply  is  that  our 
contemporary,  the  “Secretary,”  has 
been  discussing  it  recently,  apropos  of 
a  reader’s  query  whether  company 
dividend  warrants  may  be  dispatched 
to  shareholders  in  “window”  envelopes, 
unsealed. 

Neither  such  warrants  nor  cheques, 
drafts,  postal  orders  and  so  on  may 
be  posted  for  three-ha’pence,  even 
though  some  senders  might  feel  that 
their  strict  “crossing”  rule  would  be 


sufficient  protection  against  unauthor¬ 
ised  encashment. 

The  Post  Office  Guide  makes  it  clear 
that  there  is  a  specific  ban  against 
including  amongst  Printed  Papers  any 
form  of  “paper  money,”  whether 
negotiable  or  not. 

What  happens  if  the  rule  is  broken? 
If  any  inadmissible  article  is  inter¬ 
cepted.  the  package  is  registered  and 
the  recipient  charged  the  additional 
postage  due,  plus,  of  course,  the  regis¬ 
tration  fee. 

Few  people  would  be  so  foolish  as  to 
risk  their  money  in  an  open  container :

Although  car  radio  has  rapidly 
become  a  most  commonplace 
thing,  it  is  still  something  of  a 
worry  to  many  garagists  when  it 
comes  to  fitting  and  servicing.  Except 
for  some  of  the  larger  concerns,  it  is 
unusual  to  be  able  to  justify  the  em¬ 
ployment  of  a  full-time  radio  expert, 
and  equally  unusual  to  be  able  to 
find  a  general  mechanic  or  even  an 
electrician,  with  the  knowledge. 

Efforts  to  meet  the  difficulty  have 
been  made,  and  made  successfully,  by 
a  number  of  car-radio  dealers  in  the 
form  of  mobile  service  units  —  thus 
making  their  expert  staff  and  speci-

show  a  display  panel  of  the  installa¬ 
tions  for  different  makes  of  car,  and 
a  public  address  system  of  particular 
interest  to  coach  operators  and  firms 
specialising  in  mobile  p.a.  equipment. 

“The  mobile  workshop  has  been  much 


in  demand  by  garagists  who  were  pre¬ 
viously  unable  to  handle  inquiries  for 
car  radio,  and  the  publicity  value  of 
the  van  has  been  the  means  of  selling

Companies  Aet  Shorteomings 


Delayed-action  clauses 

HE  Companies  Act,  1948,  that 
elaborate  measure  which  con¬ 
solidated  the  amending  Act  of 
1947  and  the  main  Statute  of  1929,  is 
coming  in  for  a  good  deal  of  criticism 
now  that  the  effects  of  some  of  its  (as 
they  might  be  termed)  delayed-action 
clauses  are  being  felt. 

A  member  of  the  Chartered  Institute 
of  Secretaries  put  forward  some  telling 
points  in  a  paper  read  before  that 
body’s  annual  meeting  recently.  There 
were,  he  said,  obviously  many  practical 
difficulties  in  applying  some  of  the 
Act’s  Sections,  and  he  felt  that,  for 
example.  No.  195  should  be  entirely 
repealed.  (This  is  the  section  relating 
to  directors’  holdings.) 

Also  in  his  view  it  should  be  suffi¬ 
cient  for  two  persons  to  subscribe  to 
the  Memorandum  of  any  company  (at 
present  the  regulation  Is  two  in  a 
private  company;  seven  in  a  public 
company). 


Then  there  was  the  question  of 
company  names.  As  matters  stand, 
trading  titles  often  get  on  the  register 
which  far  too  closely  resemble  existing 
registered  titles,  leading  to  confusion, 
and  worse.  He  thought  the  Board  of 
Trade  should  be  made  responsible  for 
seeing  that  any  proposed  new  com¬ 
pany  name  is  not  too  similar  to  one 
already  accepted  and  in  use. 

With  that,  few  business  people  who 
have  had  some  experience  in  that 
direction  will  disagree,  Glenerally  it  is 
clear  that  a  strong  case  can  be  made 
out  for  the  early  introduction  of  a 
short  amending  Bill. — M.H.

But  no  mass  production  ’’  ideas  in  new  policy — R.  E*  Smith 


Factory  and  mobile  schools 

HE  Daimler  Co.  are  opening  a  technical 
school  at  Coventry  for  factory-training 
dealers’  staffs;  they  are  to  organise  a 
sales-promotion  scheme  on  a  mobile  basis, 
a  fully-equipped  \mlt  to  travel  from  dealer 
to  dealer. 

These  plans  are  part  of  the  new  policy 
evident  in  the  Daimler  concern,  and  they 
were  revealed  to  Scottish  Daimler  and  Lan- 
chester  dealers  In  Glasgow  last  week  by 
Director  and  General  Manager  R,  E,  Smith, 
The  occasion  was  a  lunch  held  during  the 
Scottish  Motor  Show, 

Mr,  Smith  said  quite  a  lot  about  the  “new 
era”  being  entered  by  Daimler  and  Lan- 
chester,  and  prefaced  his  remarks  by  saying 
that  in  the  manufacturing  process  "I  am 
difficult  to  please.  ,  .  ,  Only  the  best  Is  good 
enough.” 

The  aim  of  the  company  was  to  produce 
something  that  could  be  sold  in  volume  at 
a  reasonable  price.  The  emphasis  to-day 
was  on  speed,  and  any  manufarturer  who 
did  not  fall  into  line  with  that  was  bound 
to  fail.  Petrol  consumption  was  also  a 
major  factor. 

Volume  sales  necessary 

The  Daimler  car  was  no  longer  Just  the 
“dear  old  family  saloon.”  There  was  a  dif¬ 
ferent  approach  now,  but  the  old  quality 
and  character  were  being  maintained. 

Mr.  Smith  went  on  to  say  that  it  was  no 
longer  a  case  of  whatever  they  had  they 
could  sell.  Now  It  was  a  buyer’s  market. 

He  told  the  dealers  that  what  was  necessary 
was  volume  .sales  to  enable  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  a  good  product  at  a  competitive 
price.  But  Ualmlers  were  not  going  to 
be  “mass-produced”  cars,  and  he  repeated 
that  they  were  out  Just  to  achieve  volume 
production  of  a  quality  product. 

Launching  of  the  Conquest  was  No.  1  in 
the  Daimler  programme,  to  be  followed  by 
the  drophead  coupe  and  then  the  Roadster. 
’There  was  also  to  be  a  new  Regency. 

Replying  on  behalf  of  the  dealers.  Chair¬ 
man  and  Joint  Managing  Director  William 
Sleigh,  of  Rosslelgh,  Ltd.,  congratulated 
Mr.  Smith  on  his  appointment  as  a  director 
of  the  Daimler  company. 


Dealing  with  his  remarks,  however,  he 
made  a  strong  point  in  saying  that  speed 
was  all  right  on  the  racing  track,  and  that, 
until  the  roads  of  the  country  were  Im¬ 
proved,  more  attention  should  be  given  to 
acceleration  rather  than  to  achieving  over 
100  m.p.h.  In  many  instances,  acceleration 
could  mean  a  matter  of  life  or  death. 

He  wound  up  expressing  a  hope  that  they 
would  see  the  reintroduction  of  a  small 
Lanchester  of  about  12  h.p. 

Sales  Manager  R.  Jennings  thanked  every¬ 
one  for  the  reception  they  had  been  accorded 
in  Scotland,  and  Publicity  Manager  G.  H. 
I.ong  added  a  word  of  thanks  to  the  Press, 
Editor  G.  H.  Cutbush,  of  “Motor  World,” 
replying.

After  the  jaws  have  been  positioned 
around  the  ring  the  handles  of  the  tool  can 
be  fully  compressed  without  fear  of  damage, 
for  the  Jaws  will  not  open  any  more  than 
is  sufficient  for  convenient  fitting. 

Price  of  the  fitter  is  £1  Is. 
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Of  necessity 

HEN  a  British  manufacturer 
goes  abroad  for  a  design,  there 
is  always  a  certain  amount  of 
criticism.  Why,  people  ask,  should  he 
go  into  production  with  something  on 
which  he  presumably  has  to  pay  royal¬ 
ties  to  foreigners?  And  why  could  he 
not  have  found  one  of  our  own  people 
to  plan  the  project,  or  given  a  break 
to  some  struggling  inventor?  They  say 
a  lot  more,  too,  do  the  critics,  but  it 
is  really  quite  understandable  that 
such  things  happen.  Very  occasionally, 
as  may  as  well  be  admitted,  a  foreign 
design  appiears  more  commercially 
promising  than  anything  we  have  been 
able  to  produce  ourselves.  More  often, 
though,  the  position  is  that  a  manu¬ 
facturer  lacks  the  resources  needed  to 
develop  a  completely  new  product, 
which  are  likely  to  be  very  consider¬ 
able  Indeed,  In  those  circumstances 
the  only  course  open  to  him,  really,  is 
to  acquire  the  rights  for  a  foreign 
design,  and  that  has  the  further 
advantage  that  he  can  go  into  produc¬ 
tion  with  it  practically  right  away. 

The  broad  view 

OW  would  you  react  if  one  of 
your  executives  asked  if  you  had 
any  objection  to  his  taking  on  a 
spare-time  job?  That  is.  if  it  were  in 
a  line  of  business  quite  outside  the 
motor  industry.  Some  chiefs  would 
frown  severely  upon  any  such  idea. 
Years  ago  they  would  have  been  in 
the  vast  majority,  It  then  being 
thought  that  every  employee  should 
devote  every  waking  moment  to  his 
firm’s  Interests— and  try  to  dream 
about  them  as  well.  But  nowadays 
people  are  inclined  to  think  rather 


differently.  The  experience  of  one  of 
my  friends  illustrates  this.  Some  few 
years  ago  he  was  sales  manager  to 
some  manufacturers  in  the  electrical 
line;  quite  a  biggish  company.  His 
private  hobby,  though,  was  motor 
sport.  Through  that  it  came  about 
that  some  car  makers  approached  him 
with  a  proposition  that  promised  even 
more  fun  for  him  at  week-ends,  with 
a  little  extra  pocket  money  as  well. 
Very  properly,  but  rather  doubtfully, 
he  approached  his  managing  director 
about  it,  to  learn  if  there  were  any 
objections.  The  reply  was  “Go  right 
ahead.  If  you’ve  no  interest  outside 
this  factory,  you’ll  develop  a  two-by- 
four  mind,  measured  in  millimetres, 
probably.  Then  you’ll  be  no  use  to  us. 
We  like  our  people  to  have  outside 
activities,  always  provided  they  don't 
let  them  interfere  with  their  jobs 
here.’’  Since  those  days,  that  company 
has  become  one  of  the  largest  of  its 
kind.  Enlightened  management  was 
doubtless  mainly  responsible  for  that, 
and  I  think  it  was  shown  in  the  hand¬ 
ling  of  this  particular  case,  along  with 
others  of  the  same  kind. 

Senior  showgoer? 

ACK  in  the  1890s,  about  the  time 
of  the  birth  of  the  British  motor 
industry,  Harry  Martin  was  In 
attendance  at  the  Cycle  Show  on 
behalf  of  his  employers.  The  company 
is  now  the  Excelsior  Motor  Co.,  Ltd., 
and  Harry  Martin  was  busy,  once 
again,  on  their  stand  at  last  week’s 
exhibition.  He  is,  I  believe,  getting  on 
for  80  years  of  age,  but  still  looks  very 
much  as  he  did  when  he  was  breaking 
records  and  winning  races  half  a  cen¬ 
tury  ago.  I  should  doubt  whether  he 
has  missed  a  show  since  his  first  one. 
and  I  wonder  whether  anyone  else  In 
the  trade  has  served  so  long,  year 
after  year,  at  the  Crystal  Palace,  the 
old  Agricultural  Hall.  Olympia,  and 
latterly  at  Earls  Court.

This  may  be  easily  verified  by  observing 
the  bubbles  in  the  little  sample  bottles  car¬ 
ried  by  all  travellers  for  reputable  firms. 

Again,  there  are  many  gadgets  such  as 
extra-air  attachments,  from  the  old  type 
copper  pipe  surmounted  by  a  tap,  to  the 
many  modern  versions;  oil-filled  coils;  upper 
cylinder  preparations  (the  pink  shade  being 
the  most  eABclent);  graphite  mixtures;  So- 
and-So’s  plugs;  “Blank’s”  tyres  fitted  with 
the  new  antl-frlctlon  tread.

And  let  us  not  forget  the  extremely 
efficient  and  scientifically  designed  “Bug- 
deflector”  which,  by  virtue  of  its  property 
of  overcoming,  or  at  least  reducing,  wind- 
resistance  to  a  minimum,  enables  one  to 
cruise  along  comfortably,  even  in  the 
strongest  gale,  on  a  mere  “sniff”  of  petrol.

Body  rattles  are  also  apt  to  develop  more 
quickly  than  should  be  the  case,  and  com¬ 
plaints  from  the  public  about  the  noise  of 
road  vehicles  of  the  heavier  type  are  un¬ 
doubtedly  on  the  increase,  and  by  no  means 
without  reason. 

It  is  difficult  to  believe  that  improvements 
could  not  be  effected,  and  at  no  great  cost, 
if  designers  really  got  down  to  this  prob¬ 
lem.  As  regards  older  vehicles,  much 
unnecessary  noise  is  undoubtedly  due  to 
ineffective  maintenance,  but  there  the 
remedy  is  already  at  hand. 

Way  to  look  at  it 

The  autumn  number  of  the  “Goodyear 
News”  contained  a  useful  article  on  delivery 
vehicles,  and  their  decoration  and  styling. 
It  contained  some  very  sound  advice,  but 
the  most  striking  thing  about  the  feature 
was  its  title,  “Public  Relations  on  Wheels.” 

This  phrase  will  no  doubt  stick  in  the 
minds  of  many  readers,  and  give  them  a  new 
slant  on  the  subject.  The  van  or  truck  can 
be  more  than  an  advertising  medium,  as 
ordinarily  understood.  It  can,  and  should, 
be  a  travelling  ambassador,  creating  good¬ 
will  for  the  business  wherever  it  goes. 

Points  made  by  the  writer  were  that  the 
colour  scheme  and  lettering  style  should  be 
kept  as  close  as  possible  to  those  of  the 
owner’s  premises.  The  name  and  service 
should  be  given  special  prominence,  and  the 
design  ought  not  to  be  overloaded  with  too 
many  words.  He  gave  a  final  and  very  im¬ 
portant  reminder  that  only  courteous 
drivers  can  build  up  the  firm’s  reputation 
with  the  public. 


Keeping  customers 

WE  have  been  hearing  a  lot,  and  per¬ 
haps  more  than  enough,  about 
shortcomings  of  C-llcence  operators 
in  the  matter  of  vehicle  maintenance.  Akin 
to  that  subject,  very  many  of  these  users 
have  another  falling.  ’They  are  hazy  about 
what  their  transport  really  costs  to  run.  In 
a  good  many  cases,  probably,  they  are  spend¬ 
ing  a  good  deal  more  than  they  realise,  or  in 
fact  need  to  do. 

A  man  can  be  a  very  efficient  shopkeeper, 
and  a  highly  inefficient  transport  operator. 
That,  in  fact,  is  quite  often  how  things  are, 
and  very  understandably. 

In  one  way  and  another,  the  motor  trade 
is  doing  a  good  deal  to  educate  small  users 
on  the  subject  of  maintenance.  To  give 
them  further  instruction  and  practical  help 
about  costing  would  also  pay  dividends.  An 
inexperienced  and  possibly  not-too-lntelli- 
gent  user  can  come  to  the  belief  that  his 
vehicle  is  an  expense  that  he  cannot  really 
afford. 

Usually,  this  decision  would  be  wrong. 
With  further  information,  which  the  trade 
could  quite  readily  provide,  he  could  put  his 
transport  on  an  economic  and  even  profit- 
earning  footing.  That  is  the  way  to  keep 
some  customers  who  might  otherwise  be  lost 
to  us. 


Rattle  and  whine 

In  -some  respects,  at  least,  commercial 
vehicle  manufacturers  have  .shown  them¬ 
selves  to  lie  quite  as  technically  progressive 
since  the  war  as  the  private  car  people.  It 
could,  at  one  time,  be  argued  that  they  had 
given  the  latter  a  lead  in  the  matter  of 
weight  reduction,  while  they  can  still  claim 
to  be  ahead  in  the  adoption  of  the  under¬ 
floor  position  for  the  engine,  which  may  be 
found  to  have  as  much  to  commend  it  for  a 
pas.senger  carrier  as  it  has  for  a  goods 
vehicle. 

In  one  respect,  however,  makers  of  indus¬ 
trial  vehicles  are  quite  woefully  behind  car 
manufacturers.  That  is  over  the  matter  of 
noise.  While  exhausts  could  probably  be 
said  to  be  adequately  silenced  on  all  current 
models,  mechanical  quietness  leaves  much 
to  be  desired  in  the  case  of  most  heavy 
vehicles.

CAR  DAMAGED  WHILE  IN  HANDS  OF  REPAIRERS 


OWNERS  WIN  CLAIM  FOR  NEGLIGENCE 


“SCARRED”  REAR  MUDOLARD 
AMAGE  caused  to  a  car  while  It  was 
in  the  care  of  the  garage  firm  who 
had  repaired  It  was  the  subject  of 
an  action  at  Clerkenwell  County  Court, 
London. 

The  plaintiffs,  M.  Osher  and  Sons.  Ltd., 
die  sinkers  and  engineers,  of  Clerkenwell 
Road.  London,  E.C.l,  succeeded  in  their 
claim  for  £17  10s.  damages  for  negligence, 
with  costs,  brought  against  John  Russell, 
and  Fleet  Car  Hire,  general  motor  service 
engineers,  Haringey  Park,  Crouch  End,  Lon* 
don,  N.8. 

Ralph  Braham.  employed  by  the  plain¬ 
tiffs.  told  the  court  that  when  he  went 
to  collect  the  car  after  its  repair  he  could 
not  see  its  nearside  because  it  was  parked 
so  close  to  the  wall.  He  drove  it  away, 
and  later,  when  he  ran  out  of  petrol, 
noticed  that  there  was  a  “scarred”  mark 
on  the  nearside  rear  mudguard  which  had 
not  been  there  when  he  took  the  car  to 
the  garage  for  repair. 

He  drove  straight  back  to  the  defendants’ 
premises,  but  by  then  the  garage  was 
closed.  He  understood  afterwards  that  the 
defendants  had  agreed  to  repair  the  dam¬ 
age  without  cost.  The  damage  was  re¬ 
paired  by  them. 

DEFENDANTS’  DENTAL 

William  Hill,  manager  for  defendants, 
gave  evidence  that  the  car  was  under  his 
observation  throughout  the  one  and  a  half 
days  it  was  at  the  garage,  except  for  a 
period  of  about  five  minutes  when  it  was 
taken  to  another  firm  for  a  test.  He  denied 
that  the  car  was  parked  close  to  the  wall 
when  Mr.  Braham  called  for  it.  “We 
absolutely  deny  any  knowledge  of  the  dam¬ 
age.”  he  asserted. 

Mr.  Hill  said  that  after  the  car  was  taken 
away  he  was  told  on  the  telephone  that 
there  was  damage  to  the  nearside  rear  mud¬ 
guard.  He  visited  plaintiffs’  premises  and 


examined  the  car.  The  question  of  how  it 
<-ould  have  occurred  was  discussed,  and  it 
was  agreed  that  plaintiffs  should  claim  on 
their  insurance.  They  asked  defendants 
to  repair  the  car,  which  they  did. 

Mr,  Hill  said  the  whole  of  plaintiffs’  con¬ 
duct  suggested  that  they  were  claiming  on 
their  Insurance,  which  led  his  firm  to  do 
the  repair. 

Judge  Drucquer  said  that  it  seemed 
almost  certain  to  him  that  the  damage 
occurred  to  the  car  whilst  it  was  in  the 
care  of  defendants.  What  happened  with 
regard  to  the  insurance  did  not  affect  the 
matter. 


OCTOBER  VEHICLE  OUTPUT 

During  October  75,000  motor  vehicles  were 
produced;  of  these  53,000  were  cars  and 
22,000  were  commercial  vehicles.  In  the 
same  month  25,700  cars  and  11,150  com¬ 
mercial  vehicles  were  exported. 

Commenting  on  these  figures  President 
W.  R.  Black,  of  the  Society  of  Motor  Manu¬ 
facturers  and  'Traders  says: — 

“Exports  during  the  10  months  of  this 
year  were  £23  million  less  In  value  than  for 
the  same  period  in  1952.  It  is,  however, 
pleasing  to  note  that  the  upward  trend 
(apart  from  heavy  commercial  vehicles)  con¬ 
tinues.  This  has  been  helped  by  the  seasonal 
demand  and  the  highly  successful  Motor 
Show. 

“If  we  are  to  maintain  our  position  in 
world  markets  costs  must  come  down  and 
we  mvist  ensure  that  our  prices  remain  com¬ 
petitive  in  view  of  increasing  international 
competition.”

CAR  DEPOSIT  TO  BE  REPAID 

NOT  DELIVERED  ON  TIME 

A  claim  for  a  deposit  paid  on  a  car  ordered 
In  July,  1950,  and  not  delivered,  succeeded 
at  Leeds  County  Court  recently,  when  Judge 
D.  O.  McKee  gave  judgment  in  favour  of 
the  Motor  Delivery  Co„  Ltd.,  Grange  Road, 
Darlington,  for  the  £125  paid  as  deposit, 
with  costs,  against  H.  R.  Martlndale,  Ltd., 
motor  engineers,  of  Leeds. 

The  Judge  said  the  Motor  Delivery  Co., 
paid  £124  at  the  time  of  signing  the  agree¬ 
ment,  and  were  promised  delivery  In  12 
months. 

In  December,  1950,  the  price  of  the  car 
went  up,  and  in  December,  1951,  the  price 
went  up  again  to  £2,270,  plus  purchase  tax 
of  £1,262.  Delivery  not  having  been  effected, 
the  Motor  Delivery  Co.  cancelled  the  order. 

It  was  clear  that  Martindale’s  had  accepted 
the  cancellation  without  any  objection  and 
.said  nothing  at  the  time  about  the  Motor 
Delivery  Co.  forfeiting  their  deposit,  he 
added. 


MOTOR  TRADE  NOT  AFFECTED 

The  token  strike  of  the  engineering  In¬ 
dustry  planned  for  December  2  has  nothing 
to  do  with  mechanics  engaged  In  the  retail 
motor  trade  (although  some  belong  to  the 
affected  trade  unions),  so  that  motor 
vehicle  repairers  should  not  be  Involved  in 
the  strike  In  any  way. 

This  was  pointed  out  by  the  General 
Secretary  of  the  Motor  Agents’  Association 
at  Wednesday’s  council  meeting  of  the 
association. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  he  said,  any 
mechanics  employed  by  members  of  the 
association  do  decide  to  come  out,  the  mem¬ 
bers  concerned  should  get  in  touch  with 
head  office  immediately.

In  December,  1951,  Mr.  Meikle  was  given 
planning  permission  Ih  principle  by  the 
council  for  the  erection  on  the  Glasgow 
Road  site  of  a  garage,  showrooms,  and  a 
petrol  filling  station. 

In  November,  1952,  however,  the  council 
decided  to  acquire  the  site  for  housing  by 
using  compulsory  powers  if  necessary.

BRAKE  SHOES” 

SCOTTISH  GIRLING  AGENTS  URGED 

As  a  Scot  returning  to  his  ‘ain  country,’ 
Alex.  Fraser,  dynamic  Managing  Director  of 
Girling.  Ltd.,  threw  a  luncheon  party  for 
his  company’s  Scottish  agents  during  the 
Scottish  Motor  Show  in  Glasgow  last  week. 

Providihg  they  could  sort  out  the  serious 
message  from  the  leg-pulls,  the  agents 
learned  from  Mr.  Fraser  that  so  far  as 
Girling  were  concerned,  the  growth  of  the 
“original  equipment”  business  had  been 
of  some  moment. 

Between  them.  Girling  brakes  and 
dampers  were  on  52  per  cent,  of  British 
cars:  and  several  new  contracts  were  likely, 
he  hinted.  They  were  also  well  up  on 
commercial  vehicles  and  motor  cycles,  and 
were  100  per  cent,  on  tractors.  He  re¬ 
minded  that  more  original  equipment 
meant  more  replacement  business. 

So  far  as  disc  brakes  were  concerned.  Mr. 
Fraser  put  forward  the  view  that  they 
would  not  be  a  standard  production  Job 
on  cars  for  several  years,  and  it  would  be 
two  or  three  years  before  they  would  appear 
on  commercial  vehicles.  The  Midland  Red 
omnibus  people  were  carrying  out  experi¬ 
ments.  Only  obstacle  remaining  was  price. 

He  appealed  to  Scottish  agents  to  make 
full  \ise  of  Girling  factory-relined  shoes, 
of  which  over  3,000,000  were  already  being 
sold  in  Britain  In  one  year.  They  were  as 
cheap  as  buying  iinings,  and  did  not  carry 
the  same  iabour  costs. 

Service  Manager  J.  .M.  Lowenthal  added 
that  to-day  the  relined  shoe  was  the  hawd- 
core  of  the  Girling  business,  and  75  per 
cent,  were  now  bonded. 

Agents  should  make  a  note  of  the  fact 
that  they  were  also  being  offered  a  rebuilt 
damper,  Mr.  Fraser  having  already  made 
the  point  that  Glrlings  made  dampers  to 
suit  practically  every  car  in  the  world. 

There  was  also  a  big  potential  so  far  as 
motor  cycles  were  concerned,  and  Mr. 
Lowenthal  said  he  was  convinced  that  the 
future  for  the  Girling  agent  had  never 
been  better.  The  business  was  there:  they 
had  only  to  go  after  it.

CAR  SOLD  ON  REPURCHASE 
AGREEMENT 

BUYER  LOSES  REFUND  CLAIAI 

The  Court  of  Appeal  recently  dismissed, 
with  costs,  an  appeal  by  Mr.  Slgbert  Felix 
Posner,  of  Highstone  Mansions,  London, 
N.W.,  against  a  Judgment  of  the  Lord  Chief 
Justice  (Lord  Goddard)  given  in  favovir  of 
Continental  Cars,  Ltd.,  of  Portsmouth  Road, 
Send,  Surrey. 

Mr.  Posner,  who  had  purchased  a  used 
Mercedes-Benz  car  from  the  defendants  on 
condition  that  the  latter  would  be  prepared 
to  repurchase  it  for  £950  within  12  months 
If  it  was  in  no  worse  condition,  had  claimed 
£350  damages  on  their  refusal  to  're¬ 
purchase  It.  The  defendants  said  the  “big 
end”  was  defective. 

The  Appeal  Court  agreed  with  Lord  God¬ 
dard’s  conclusion  that  he  was  not  satisfied 
the  big  end  was  defective  at  the  time  the 
car  was  delivered  to  Mr.  Posner. 

Lord  Justice  Singleton  said  that  Mr. 
Posner  bought  the  car  for  £1,230  on  the 
terms  of  repurchase.  He  drove  the  car 
over  5,000  miles,  including  a  tour  of  the 
Continent. 

“This  was  rather  surprising,  if  he  had 
been  told  the  big  end  was  defective.” 

He  added  that  then  there  was  a  very  bad 
knock  in  the  engine,  and  the  “big  end  was 
almost  at  the  big  end  of  its  tether.”  He 
did  not  think  Mr.  Posner  had  established 
a  case  for  damages.

ARGENTINE  CAR  IMPORTS 

GER.M.ANY  BEING  FAVOURED 

Sir  W.  Wakefield  (St.  Marylebone)  asked 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  in  the 
House  of  Common-s  what  steps  he  proposed 
to  take  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Argentina 
was  favouring  Germany  as  against  the 
United  Kingdom  in  the  granting  of  vehicle 
Import  licences,  despite  the  undertaking 
given  by  the  Argentine  Government. 

In  reply,  Mr.  Thorneycroft  said  he  could 
not  confirm  the  figures,  but  he  was  aware 
that  vehicle  imports  from  Germany,  particu¬ 
larly  of  cars,  into  the  Argentine  had  been 
substantially  larger  than  thase  from  the 
United  Kingdom,  de.spite  the  Anglo- 
Argentine  Trade  Treaty  Agreement  which 
laid  down  that  the  United  Kingdom  could 
export  to  the  Argentine  an  equal  number 
of  vehicles  as  Germany  under  equal  condi¬ 
tions. 

Accordingly,  the  Government  had  taken 
this  matter  up  with  the  Argentine  Govern¬ 
ment  and  the  Argentine  Foreign  Minister 
had  promised  to  consider  it  urgently.

Another  tradesman,  R.  Hill,  remarked  it  was 
stupid  schemes  such  as  these  that  end  the 
efforts  of  a  lifetime. 

Charles  Atkey  (A.  R.  Atkey  and  Co.,  Ltd.), 
President  of  Nottingham  CThamber  of  Com¬ 
merce,  said  from  the  ratepayers’  point  of 
view  it  was  bad  business  because  demolition 
would  lead  to  loss  of  revenue  and  rates. 

Points  for  the  scheme  included  the  view 
that  if  it  was  not  Implemented  there  would 
be  such  congestion  in  the  city  centre  that 
people  would  have  to  find  alternative  places 
in  which  to  do  their  shopping.

COSTS  MUST  BE  REDUCED 

SAYS  SIR  WILLI.VM  KDOTES 

"The  days  when  industry  could  be  rela¬ 
tively  complacent  about  selling  its  output 
at  its  own  price  have  gone.  Foreign  com¬ 
petitors,  often  with  lower  internal  costs  and 
offering  far  greater  credit  facilities,  are  doing 
their  utmost  to  beat  us;  buyers  are  price¬ 
conscious  and  are  becoming  more  and  more 
selective.  If  we  arc  («►  hold  our  position 
there  is  hut  »»iie  answer — reduced  c«»sts  and 
better  value  for  money.” 

In  these  words  Chairman  Sir  William 
Rootes  in  his  statement  issued  with  the 
annual  report  of  Rootes  Motors,  Ltd.,  .sums 
up  the  position  the  British  motor  industry 
is  facing  to-day. 

Sir  William,  however,  has  no  doubt  about 
our  ability  to  .sell  in  the  face  of  this  foreign 
competition,  “provided  the  country  is  cost- 
conscious  and  supported  as  we  are  h.v 
products  which  have,  in  recent  years,  proved 
their  worth  throughout  the  world.”

Since  then 
they  have  entered  into  further  commitments 
for  the  erection  of  the  £1,000.000  factory  at 
Dunstable,  and  other  .substantial  projects.

perpetuate  this  annoying  and  silly 
method  of  pricing  his  goods. 

Let’s  give  him  a  big  hand.  Why  not, 
for  a  change? 

Stickler  for  seeing 
I  have  always  been  a  stickler  for 
seeing  the  road  in  front  of  my  car; 
hence  seating  must  be  high  enough — 
no  lounging  back  and  viewing  the 
road  through  the  steering  wheel;  no 
wide  door  pillar  or  blindspots  due  to 
windscreen  frames.  No  ridiculously 
high-waisted  bodies. 

Even  so,  I’m  tired  of  seeing  the  new 
aquarium  bodies.
